Panel Urges 
Yankee Reds 
Be Registered 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20 - <*-A 
two-member panel of the Subver­ 
sive Activities Control Board, which 
listened to more than 14 months of 
testimony, Monday called the Am«* 
erican Communist Party “a puppet 
of the Soviet Union.” 
“Nurtured by the Soviet Union," 
the panel report said, the party 
“strives incessantly to make the 
United States s Soviet America.” 
The panel recommended the par­ 
ty be required to register with the 
attorney general as Moscow-domi­ 
nated, list its officers and mem­ 
bers, and give a financial account­ 
ing. 
This marked the first step in a 
“you must register” drive directed 
against the American Communist 
Party. 
It was taken under the Internal 
Security Act of 1950, better known 
aj the McCarran Act because its 
author was Sen. McCarran (D- 
Nev). The law requires all “Com­ 
munist front” and “Communist ac­ 
tion” organizations register with 
the U. S. government. 
The Communists claim tho party 
is not subversive; the Justice De­ 
partment says it is. And party at­ 
torneys challenged the constitu­ 
tionality of the McCarran Act.

Polio is really three 
diseases. Any one (rf its three types 
of virus — Lansing, Brunhilde or 
Leon — can cripple. A preventive 
must be aimed at all of them.

Dr Howe decided to give six of 
them the vaccine and nothing to 
the other five. If the vaccine took, 
the innoculated six would develop 
antibodies in their blood. The oth­ 
ers would not. 
That is what happened. 
There are two approaches to pro­ 
ducing a vaccine. 
One is to develop a mild strain 
of the disease, which will give a 
person a mild case and make him 
Immune. Such a mild strain has 
been developed for the Lansing 
type of polio. 
But there are possible risks in 
using even a mild form of polio 
virus. And it is very difficult to 
produce a mild form of all three 
types (rf polio. A vaccine must con­ 
tain all three forms, because all 
three types of virus are so preva­ 
lent. 
The other approach Is to make 
the viruses inert, by using a chem­ 
ical, formalin, which destroys their

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20 — (JU-A 
two-member panel of the Subver­ 
sive Activities Control Board, which 
listened to more than 14 months of 
testimony, Monday called the Amj 
erican Communist Party “ a puppet 
of the Soviet Union.” 
“Nurtured by the Soviet Union,” 
the panel report said, the party 
“ strives incessantly to make the 
United States a Soviet America.” 
The panel recommended the par­ 
ty be required to register with the 
attorney general as Moscow-domi­ 
nated, list its officers and mem­ 
bers, and give a financial account­ 
ing. 
This marked the first step in a 
“ you must register” drive directed 
against the American Communist 
Party. 
It was taken under the Internal 
Security Act of 1950, better known 
aj the McCarran Act because its 
author was 
Sen. 
McCarran 
(D- 
Nev). The law requires all “Com­ 
munist front” and “ Communist ac­ 
tion” organizations register with 
the U. S. government. 
The Communists claim the party 
is not subversive; the Justice De­ 
partm ent says it is. And party at­ 
torneys challenged the constitu­ 
tionality of the McCarran Act.

More than half the country ’s 375,- 
000 soft coal miners refused 
to work 
Monday as a protest against the 
government-ordered cut in the $1.90 
daily wage boost they recently 
won from the industry . 
Come-to-work whistles were ig­ 
nored by 6 7 ,500 miners in West­ 
ern and Central Pennsy lv ania 
alone. These diggers joined the 
16 0,000 miners who refused to 
work last week across the nation 
while 
the 
Wage 
Stabilisation 
Board was debating approv al of 
the pay hike for miners former­ 
ly earning a basic daily wage of 
$16 .35. 
After the WSB approved $1.50 of 
the pay increase, bringing the new 
basic daily wage to $17.85, more 
miners joined their idle fellow 
workers. Now at least 227,000 are 
stay ing away from work, including 
30,000 in Kentucky , 12,000 in Ohio, 
8.500 in Indiana, 17,000 in Illinois 
and 700 in Oklahoma. 
The walkout came at a time 
when coal stocks are at 
a near 
record high. The estimated 85 mil­ 
lion tons of stored coal is the big­ 
gest stockpile in history ex cept for 
H>42 when the supply of coal above 
ground was around 100 million tons. 
Ample supplies mean industry and 
householders won't feel a coal 
shortage for two months.

Movie Chiefs 
Seeking Own 
TV Channels 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 2O-(j0-The 
motion picture industry , kept wait­ 
ing in an anteroom for three y ears, 
has opened its case for a separate 
and distinct Theater Television Ser­ 
vice. 
The proposed service is designed 
to add new entertainment to local 
movie house fare, 
and perhaps 
woo some TV stay -at-homes back 
into the theaters. 
The project was first presented 
to the Federal Communications 
Commission back in 1949 but FCC 
put it on the shelf until it could 
complete its program of allotting 
additional video channels. 
The theater-TV hearing opening 
Monday before the full seven-mem­ 
ber commission. It has as its ob­ 
jective a specific reservation of 
about 400 megacy cles of broadcast­ 
ing spectrum space, located outside 
the range of home receivers and 
dedicated solely to the use of the 
motion picture industry . 
Two weeks of scheduled testi­ 
mony is strictly on the megacy cle 
level, relating to proposals of the 
Motion Picture Association of Am­ 
erica and the National Ex hibitors 
Theater Television Committee for 
meeting the FCC’s engineering and 
other technical requirements. 
The industry has never fully dis­ 
closed its plans for use of its re­ 
quested ex clusive channels. How­ 
ever, some hints have been dropped 
as to the projected operations. 
These would include such things as 
Broadway first-nights, viewed by a 
paid audience of millions, instead 
of just a few hundred, and Holly ­ 
wood premieres, which would be 
projected into movie houses in 
every nook and corner of the land.

U.S. To Urge 
More Aid In 
Korean War 


'Hard' Campaign Du« 
For Addition Troops 
From Amorican Allits 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y., Oct. 
30—(*)—The United States is ready ­ 
ing a “ hard” campaign to get more 
troops from more United Nations 
members onto the Korean battle­ 
field. 
The driv e wai hinted at by Sec­ 
retary of State Dean Aches on in 
his opening UN policy statement, 
and was kicked off in New York 
Sunday by J ohn D. Hickerson, 
assistant secretary of state. 
Addressing the annual UN Week 
meeting of the American Associa­ 
tion for the United Nations, Hick­ 
erson said: 
“ We intend to press hard in the 
General Assembly to get as many 
United Nations members as pos­ 
sible who hav e not done so to face 
up to their responsibilities in Ko­ 
rea. There should be more troops 
there now, ready to continue the 
fighting as long as necessary .” 
Hickerson said the campaign 
should reach its height when the 
debates about UN action on a Ko­ 
rean armistice come up in the UN 
Assembly Political Committee, pos­ 
sibly within a week or two.

THE DISCLOSURE came after 
Russia’s Foreign Minister Andrei 
Vishinsky indicated in his policy 
address Saturday that the Commu­ 
nists intend to continue their refu­ 
sal to accept UN armistice terms. 
Russian-Polish attacks on the 
UN position—called by Sen. Alex ­ 
ander Wiley (R-Wis) of the U. S. 
delegation “ an ev il bag of lies” — 
appeared to hold no conciliation 
offer in answer to Acheson’s mod­ 
erate words earlier last week.

Cut In W age Boost 
By Government Brings

More than half the country’s 375,- 
000 soft coal miners refused to work 
Monday as a protest against the 
government-ordered cut in the $1.90 
daily wage boost 
they 
recently 
won from the industry. 
Come-to-work whistles were Ig­ 
nored by 67,500 miners in West­ 
ern 
and Central Pennsylvania 
alone. These diggers joined the 
160.000 miners who refused 
to 
work last week across the nation 
while 
the 
Wage 
Stabilization 
Board was debating approval of 
the pay hike for miners form er­ 
ly earning a basic daily wage of 
$16.35. 
After the WSB approved $1 50 of 
the pay increase, bringing the new 
basic daily wage to $17 85, more 
miners joined 
their 
idle 
fellow 
workers. Now at least 227,000 are 
staying away from work, including 
30,000 in Kentucky, 12,000 in Ohio, 
8.500 in Indiana, 17,000 in Illinois 
and 700 in Oklahoma. 
The walkout came at a time 
when coal stocks are at a near 
record high. The estimated 85 mil­ 
lion tons of stored coal is the big­ 
gest stockpile in history except for 
1942 when the supply of coal above 
ground was around IOO million tons.

Movie Chiefs 
Seeking Own 
T V Channels 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20-(J’v-The 
motion picture industry, kept wait­ 
ing in an anteroom for three years, 
has opened its case for a separate 
and distinct Theater Television Ser­ 
vice. 
The proposed service is designed 
to add new entertainm ent to local 
movie house fare, 
and 
perhaps 
woo some TV stay-at-homes back 
into the theaters. 
The project was first presented 
to the 
Federal 
Communications 
Commission back in 1949 but FCC 
put it on the shelf until it could 
complete its program of allotting 
additional video channels. 
The theater-TV hearing opening 
Monday before the full seven-mem­ 
ber commission. It has as its ob­ 
jective a specific reservation of 
about 400 megacycles of broadcast­ 
ing spectrum space, located outside 
the range of home receivers and 
dedicated solely to the use of the 
motion picture industry. 
Two weeks of scheduled testi­ 
mony is strictly on the megacycle 
level, relating to proposals of the 
Motion Picture Association of Am­ 
erica and the National Exhibitors 
Theater Television Committee for 
meeting the FCC’s engineering and 
other technical requirements. 
The industry has never fully dis­ 
closed its plans for use of its re­ 
quested exclusive channels. How­ 
ever, some hints have been dropped 
as to the 
projected operations. 
These would include such things as 
Broadway first nights, viewed by a 
paid audience of millions, instead 
of just a few hundred, and Holly­ 
wood premieres, which would be

'H ard' Cam paign Due 
For Addition Troops 
From American Allies 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y., Oct. 
20— (jTv—The United States is ready­ 
ing a “hard” campaign to get more 
troops from more United Nations 
members onto the Korean battle 
field. 
The drive was hinted at by Sec­ 
retary of State Dean Acheson in 
his opening UN policy statement, 
and was kicked off in New York 
Sunday by John 
D. Hickerson, 
assistant aecretary of state. 
Addressing the annual UN Week 
meeting of the American Associa­ 
tion for the United Nations, Hick­ 
erson said: 
“ We intend to press hard in the 
General Assembly to get as many 
United Nations members as pos­ 
sible who have not done so to face 
up to their responsibilities in Ko­ 
rea. There should be more troops 
there now, ready to continue the 
fighting as long as necessary.”

said 
the 
campaign 
should reach its height when the 
debates about UN action on a Ko­ 
rean armistice come up in the UN 
Assembly Political Committee, pos­ 
sibly within a week or two.

THE DISCLOSURE came after 
Russia’s Foreign Minister Andrei 
Vishinsky indicated in his policy 
address Saturday that the Commu­ 
nists intend to continue their refu­ 
sal to accept UN armistice terms.

UN position—called by Sen. Alex­ 
ander Wiley (R Wis) of the U. S. 
delegation “ an evil bag of lies”— 
appeared to hold no conciliation 
offer in answer to Acheson’s mod­ 
erate words earlier last week. 
Nevertheless, the State Depart­ 
ment put Russian experts to work 
on Vishinsky’s official Russian text

Other delegates called it a re­ 
hash of old Soviet proposals., 
Acheson’s speech held an unmis­ 
takeable note for the anti-Com mo­ 
nist majority in the assembly when 
he said, “ It is in Korea that our 
whole structure of collective secur­ 
ity is meeting its supreme test. 
We shall have an opportunity by 
action at this assembly to demon­ 
strate to the aggressor that we are 
united in purpose.”

that their representatives take part 
in any discussion of Korea. “ No 
decision taken by the UN In our ab 
sence would be valid,” the message 
said.

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Oldtimer, 92, “Lonesome” For Dead Wife, Returns For Show 


Columbus Man 
Recalls Happy 
Days In Area 
Restless, Undecided, 
He Hoped In Vain 
To Find Friends

Only a few days short of 92, 
Ceorge S. Kochensparger sat in the 
rays of a late afternoon sun at his 
Watt street rooming house and ex* 
plained how a r e s t l e s s heart 
brought him back to his “home­ 
town” Clrcleville at Pumpkin Show 
time. 
His wife of a golden 59-year 
marriage, the former Rose G. 
Larrick of Circleville, died a few 
weeks ago at their home in Cel* 
ambus, and Kochensparger quiet­ 
ly and simply explains: 
“I’m awfully lonesome.** 
Born on a farm “somewhere near 
the Fairfield-Pickaway c o u n t y 
line,” Kochensparger was brought 
here as a child and grew up in the 
locality. 
He married his hometown sweet­ 
heart in 1893, and seven years later 
they moved to Columbus where for 
a long time he was active in the 
furniture business. 
• • • 
IT WAS THE beginning of an ex­ 
ceptionally happy period for both 
husband and wife. They shared in­ 
terests and traveled far. 
“I had six Model-T Fords alto­ 
gether,” Kochensparger recalled. 
“I must have bought the first one 
v/ken they came out. We visited 
nearly every town and city around 
this part of the country and further 
—over to Cleveland and New York 
state, up to Michigan, and down to 
Cincinnati and Chillicothe. 
“I worked for the state in 1880 in 
Chillicothe. The old canal and all 
the other waterways hereabouts 
had been flooded by heavy rains. 
There was much to do.” 
It was a long and full span of 
years for the Circleville couple 
that had set out “to see some of 
the country” and to grow o 1 d 
gracefully, and with contentment. 
Tie end came gradually, a n d 
there must have been many long 
hours to talk over old times, old 
fun and old consolations. Mrs. 
Kochensparger had been 111 fo r 
about a year. 
Her husband had her burled in a 
Columbus cemetery, and then sud­ 
denly felt a restlessness that has 
never left him. 
Kochensparger knew only one di- 
Tection to turn.• • • 
*1 GOT RID of my things as 
soon as I could,” he said, “and took 
a notion I’d like to see the old city 
again—and for the Pumpkin Show. 
Circleville, of course, was always 
really home for both of us. 
“ No, I’m sorry, I can’t promise 
to atay after the show. I’ve made 
lots of friends in Columbus a n d 
thought maybe I’d just sort of trav­ 
el back and forth between the two 
cities. 
t 
“I do a lot of walking nowadays. 
My wife and I always liked long 
walks, and we never- parted in 
whatever we wanted to do. It’s nice 
or* in the country now too, y o u 
know—the season for hickories and 
pawpaws. 
“I guess maybe I walk toe 
muck. Ever since I got too old 
to work and went on old age pen- 


ale* they’ve been telling me I 
overdo it—but it fills in the time. 
“When I came back hero the oth­ 
er day I had hoped to find at least 
some of my old friends still in Cir­ 
cleville, hut aside from four or five 
they’re all gone. 
“Sure the folks are friendly, and 
with the Pumpkin Show near it’s 
nice to look back over the mem­ 
ories it brings. But there’s nobody 
to talk to that I really know—you 
know what I mean. 
• • • 
«1 GUESS it’s just because I 
miss my wife. I’ve been awfully 
lonesome. Long walks fill in the 
time.” 
The slanting rays of the fading 
sunlight gave texture to the man’s 
steel-gray hair while he rested eas­ 
ily in his chair by the window. 
There was no appeal to charity or 
even special sympathy in the proud 
neatness of his suit, with a tiny 
gold cross in the coat lapel. 
Strong hands and traces of a 
ruddy complexion told the story of 
many years in the open. Reference 
to his amazing health at 92 brought 
a brief chuckle, and eventually a 
wistful wandering back over the 
dim scenes and faces that have 
passed during the near-century. 
“I guess hard work’s my only 
reason for good bealtk,” Koch- 
ensparger said. “Dad always said 
R never really killed anybody— 
and I know that’s an old expres­ 
sion.

Chaplin, hav ing left this co untry , must jus­ 
tify their desire to return to it. 
The priv ilege o f being an American is so 
v aluable that the alien who abuses it o ught 
to be reliev ed o f it. In the matter o f Frank 
Co stello o r Mrs. Earl Bro wder, Atto rney 
General McGranery is co rrect that t h e 
priv ilege has been abused. As a matter o f 
fact, the co st o f impriso nment o f a l i e n 
gangsters and subv ersiv es o ught no t to be 
charged to the taxpayers; these p e o p l e 
o ught to be sent where they came fro m, o r 
if their nativ e go v ernments reject them, 
they o ught to be put o n an island in the 
Bering Sea to gaze upo n So v iet Russia 
where ho o liganism and subv ersio n 
are 
handled summarily . 
Tho usands o f perso ns, o rdered depo rted 
by o ur co urts o f by departments o f go v ern­ 
ment, remain in this co untry , free to do 
any thing they cho o se, including the co m­ 
missio n o f crimes o n acco unt o f which they 
were o rdered depo rted, because no o ther 
go v ernment will accept them. This is an 
inefficient and, it wo uld seem, ev en a stu­ 
pid way o f handling such undesirables. If 
o rdered depo rted, they sho uld be thro wn 
o ut o f the co untry to dwell wherev er they 
can, o r they sho uld be put o n an island. Ac­ 
tually , the depo rtee can laugh at o ur laws 
and o ur co urts, because, in such matters, 
there are no means av ailable to enfo rce the 
law. 
As regards Charlie Chaplin, he has liv ed 
here fo r abo ut 4 0 y ears, gro wing rich as a 
clo wn in the mo v ies. He nev er became a 
citizen, which is his right, but he interfered 
in o ur po litical life, usually o n the wro ng 
side. His reaso n fo r being o n the wro ng side 
is that he claims that he is an internatio n­ 
alist and abho rs natio nalism, which is like 
say ing o ne is fo r Stalin’s kind o f peace 
while o ur bo y s are being killed in Korea. 
Chaplin might hav e made o ur so ldiers 
laugh in Wo rld War I o r in Wo rld War II 
o r in the Ko rean War by clo wning befo re 
them, but he cho se no t to do that, altho ugh 
many acto rs and actresses gav e their time 
and ev en risked their liv es in the war. Bo b 
Ho pe, fo r instance, also o riginally an Eng­ 
lishman, nev er pled that he was an inter­ 
natio nalist and therefo re co uld no t cheer 
the so ldiers. We ho no r Bo b Ho pe fo r his 
war serv ices and many abho r Charlie 
Chaplin fo r his failure to serv e.

MANY of our acciden ts are n ot 
completely acciden tal. These are 
th e on es th a t could be preven ted, 
usually by adults in charge of 
children . 
If we foun d a treatm en t for a 
disease which cured 9 0 per cen t 
of the cases, we would acclaim It 
as a great discovery. Yet it is 
believed th a t about 90 per cen t of 
acciden ts could be preven ted by 
habits of reason able caution an d 
foresight. 
# 
Chief Cause o f Death 
The im portan t thin g is th a t 
this type of acciden t is a chief 
cause of death an d m aim in g in 
children . More children die from 
acciden ts th an an y sin gle disease 
—over 5,000 children between the 
ages of on e an d four die this way 
every year. 
Most children ’s acciden ts occur 
in an d aroun d the home. It seems, 
too, th a t more boys th an girls are 
victims, because they are usually 
more active. 
Let’s go over a few acciden ts 
th a t n eed n ot happen . 
Man y children drown n eedlessly 
because paren ts fall to look ahead 
Usually, the child will be left In 
fron t of a wadin g pool or pon d 
while the paren ts simply n eglect 
to w atch him for lon g periods. 
"Accidental” Po iso nings 
If paren ts kept medicin es away 
from children s' reach they would 
preven t m an y “acciden tal” poi­ 
son in gs. A child goes through a 
n aturally in quisitive stage an d 


can n ot be blamed for won derin g 
w hat differen t thin gs taste like! 
It L’ a paren t’s duty to keep ALL 
medicin es an d drugs well out of 
reach of children ’s han ds. 
Children also have a n atural 
ten den cy to repeat their own acts. 
If a child is caught doin g some­ 
thin g th at could be harm ful, the 
paren t should an ticipate a future 
try a t the same trick, an d take 
steps to preven t it. 


Dan gerous Burn s 
A small child should n ot toe 
allowed n ear electric or gas ap­ 
plian ces, or n ear an y burn in g 
objects such as cigarettes. Clothes 
catch fire easily, causin g serious 
an d sometimes fatal burn s. For 
toddlers, a fen ce is also a “m ust” 
a t the head of steep stairs. 
A little extra precaution should 
become a habit where there are 
children aroun d. To get the habit, 
remember th a t you are dealin g 
with a cause of cripplin g an d 
death just as serious as polio­ 
myelitis or an y other great child­ 
hood disease. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSW1BB 
S. V.: Can books be carriers of 
in fection ? 
An swer: Books are n ot very 
often carriers of in fection . Even 
such a con tagious disease as 
smallpox Is un likely to be spread 
by con tam in ated books. How­ 
ever, it would be wise to expose 
books th a t have been used by a 
person with a con tagious disease 
to the sun light for a t least six 
hours.

MANY of our accidents are not 
completely accidental. These are 
the ones that could be prevented, 
usually by adults in charge of 
children. 
If we found a treatment for a 
disease which cured 90 per cent 
of the cases, we would acclaim It 
as a great discovery. Yet it is 
believed that about 90 per cent of 
accidents could be prevented by 
habits of reasonable caution and 
foresight. 
# 
Chief Cause of Death 
The important thing is that 
this type of accident is a chief 
cause of death and maiming in 
children. More children die from 
accidents than any single disease 
—over 5,000 children between the 
ages of one and four die this way 
every year. 
Most children's accidents occur 
in and around the home. It seems, 
too, that more boys than girls are 
victims, because they are usually 
more active. 
Let s go over a few accidents 
that need not happen. 
Many children drown needlessly , 
because parents fall to look ahead. 
Usually, the child will be left in 
front of a wading pool or pond 
while the parents simply neglect 
to watch him for long periods.

It L a parent’s duty to keep ALL 
medicines and drugs well out of 
reach of children’s hands. 
Children also have a natural 
tendency to repeat their own acts. 
If a child is caught doing some­ 
thing that could be harmful, the 
parent should anticipate a future 
try at the same trick, and take 
steps to prevent it. 


Dangerous Burns 
A small child should not bt 
allowed near electric or gas ap­ 
pliances, or near any burning 
objects such as cigarettes. Clothes 
catch fire easily, causing serious 
and sometimes fatal burns. For 
toddlers, a fence is also a “must" 
at the head of steep stairs. 
A little extra precaution should 
become a habit where there are 
children around. To get the habit, 
remember that you are dealing 
with a cause of crippling and 
death Just as serious as polio­ 
myelitis or any other great child­ 
hood disease.

“Accidental” Poisonings 
If parents kept medicines away 
from childrens’ reach they would 
prevent many “accidental” poi­ 
sonings. A child goes through a 
naturally inquisitive stage and! 


Answer: Books are not very 
often carriers of infection. Even 
such a contagious disease as 
smallpox is unlikely to be spread 
by contaminated books. How­ 
ever, it would be wise to expose 
books that have been used by a 
person with a contagious disease 
to the sunlight for at least six 
hours.

Child Problems 
and Solutions

UNITED NATIONS—When the 
United Nation« observes Its birth­ 
day on Oct 24 In celebrations 
around the world, it figuratively 
will be taking “a seventh inning 
stretch.” 
Compare the event to the re­ 
laxing moment in a baseball game 
when the partisans of the home 
team scramble to their feet, take 
stock of the situation and cheer 
for a rally seems appropriate, be­ 
cause, in the first place, it is the 
international o r g a n i z a t i o n ’s 
seventh anniversary, and secondly, 
there is a distinct atmosphere here 
which suggests that things are 
looking up. 
The very dateline on this story— 
"United Nations, N. Y 
i s part 
of i t Earlier this month the Gen­ 
eral Assembly moved into its hand­ 
some new quarters, which together 
with the secretariate’s skyscraper, 
feels more like home. 
• • • 
ONLY last winter the Assembly 
still acted as if it were "living out 
of suitcases” while it functioned in 
temporary quarters at Paris. Now 
It has Its own post office and even 
its own postage stamps; the rou­ 
tines are moving more smoothly, 
and there is almost a feeling of 
well-being. 
On the eve of the birthday, Sec­ 
retary-General Trygve Lie, with 
the air of a Moses near the prom­ 
ised land, announced his intention 
to retire from his $40,000 per year 
Job at the end of his term, Feb. 1, 
1954. 
The celebration itself—while not 
nearly so universal as UN support­ 
ers hqpe it eventually will become 


as the first world-wide holiday, 
complete with exchanges of gifts 
and greeting cards among the na­ 
tions—is the most extensive yet. 
Under the direction of Thomas 
J. Hargrave of Rochester, N. Y., 
the United States chairman for 
United Nations Week, Oct. 19-25, 
the observance in the nation of the 
UN’s principal asylum is more 
general than ever. Notable civic 
demonstrations will be held in 
Pusan, Tokyo, Tel Aviv, Oslo, Los 
Angeles, Washington, New Orleans 
and New York. 
Those who guide the UN’s min­ 
isterial activities are heartened by 
the poll of the National Opinion 
Research Center at the University 
of Chicago, showing 85 per cent 
favoring continued United States 
membership and only six per cent 
wishing withdrawal. 
• • • 
THAT survey also found 47 per 
cent expressing satisfaction with 
the progress of the UN, 38 per cent 
dissatisfied, and 15 per cent with 
no view. Asked if they had heard 
or read criticism of the UN during 
the last few months, 79 per cent 
replied in the negative. 
Budgeteers at the UN hope that 
the 
1953 
assessments, 
saddling 
Uncle Sam w’ith 34.12 of the load 
instead of the original 39.89 per 
cent will improve feeling in the 
United State» The budget gives 
Russia a bite of 14.34 per cent, up 
from 11.49 per cent. 
The "viewers with pride,” how­ 
ever, are proudest when they count 
the myiy fields the UN is getting 
into which affect the daily lives of 
"citizens of the 
world.” 
They 
argue that the UN already Is out­ 
stripping the old League of Na­ 


tions in the area of its greatest 
forte. 
From pole to pole and around 
the globe, the first world-wide 
population census is under way. A 
UN committee is spearheading 
movements for land reform. In­ 
come figures, showing the average 
American with an annual income 
of $1,453 is better off than any of 
his fellows, has been completed. 
Ivan of Russia ranked fifth, with 
a calculated $308. 
• 
• • 
FIFTY-FIVE nations have so­ 
licited technical help from the UN* 
and Bolivia actually has put 10 in­ 
ternational technicians into key 
posts in its government. A UN re­ 
habilitation unit 
is 
completing 
plans, to help millions of disabled 
people around the world. 
The TTN is sparking global ef­ 
forts to combat crime, improve 
public health, and to alleviate the 
distress of blindness. International 
data is being assembled on wom­ 
en’s rights, tax policies among all 
nations, a g r i c u l t u r a l pricing 
methods, and industrial statistics. 
These " n o n - c o n t r o v e r s i a l ” 
achievements, they argue, should 
not be overlooked when the As­ 
sembly swings into high gear 
shortly and begins its sessions 
which, "like the United States 
Congress,” seem contentious. 
The Assembly originally was to 
have convened last September, but 
was postponed because of the elec­ 
tions here. These first weeks are 
devoted mainly to organization, 
and then come the great debates. 
Already thousands of requests for 
seats in the new Assembly hall are 
pouring into UN headquarters— 
another sign of participation in 
“the seventh inning stretch.” 


During a month’s visit in our 
home last summer of one of the 
three foursomes of grandchildren, 
1 took down some notes on the ten­ 
derness displayed by the older chil 
dren toward the baby, one year old. 
The respective ages of the old­ 
er children are six, eight and 10 
years. 
It is apparent that this tender­ 
ness has been cultivated by the 
parents. Yet (me’can safely guess 
that all the older children will be 
annoyed at times by the youngest 
when he is a year or two older and 
messes up their things, or, later, 
tags along. 
Yet an infant growing up with 
older children seems naturally to 
arouse feelings and actions of ten­ 
derness in the older brothers and 
sisters. If there is just one older 
child, however, jealousies in him 
may discourage such fine endear 
ments. 
Often I noticed the brother, six, 
stopping by the baby’s play pen, 
gently patting or caressing him, 
w'hen both these children clearly 
enjoyed the experience. Always, 
too, the brother, eight, was kind 
and gentle with the baby, and 
sometimes watched him for short 
periods as he crept or toddled a bit 
over the lawn. 
But at times this brother seemed 
to act as if he felt he were too big 
to lavish much affection on the 
baby brother. 
• 
• 
* 
MOST 
TENDERNESS 
to 
the 
baby was displayed by the sister, 
10. She has really mothered him a 
lot. During the few days when I 
was left alone with ail these chil­ 
dren, she fed the baby, sometimes 
bathed him, kept him dry and tidy, 
put him to bed and brought him 
from his bed at the end of his naps. 
Though interfering with her play 
at times, her caring for this baby 
seemed no hardship to her but a 
great pleasure. She often caressed 
him while caring for him, and how 
he liked it! 
She also helped me keep toys in 
his play pen for him and voluntari­ 
ly took him from the pen at times 
to give him wider freedom when he 
seemed very restless. During her 
entire visit with us she always went 
to the kitchen and prepared his bot­ 
tle for him before the rest of us 
arose. This was her own idea, as 
he slept in her room and she heard 
his first waking cries. 
Also her mother, after the age 
of eight or nine, used to assume 
similar care of her baby brother 
(who now has four little children 
of his own). 
As they grew up together there 
seemed to develop close mutual 


regard which still exists, though 
they live several hundred miles 
apart. 
A baby with brothers or sisters 
usually receives a total of more af­ 
fection than the first or only baby. 
Between him and the older child 
who cares for him a great deal, 
there tends to grow a wholesome 
attachment. To this degree, jeal 
ousies and consequent conflicts be­ 
tween them may be kept at a low 
ebb. 
Mothers of several young chil 
dren who are sometimes discourag­ 
ed with the confusion and bickering 
among them, can gain some com­ 
fort from the affection these chil­ 
dren may also have for one an­ 
other. Certainly this should be cul­ 
tivated.

X-Ray Can Spot 
'Hardware' Ails 


When Old Bossy goes off feed. 
looks 
like 
she’s 
in 
pain, 
and 
breathes hard, she would be a good 
candidate for a few x ray photo- 
l^raphs. 
Cattle sometimes swallow nails, 
bits of wire and other metal ob­ 
jects and develop what is called 
“ hardware disease.” 
The American Veterinary Med­ 
ical Association reported t o d a y 
that by use of new advances in x- 
ray technique, a specially equipped 
hospital could quickly check on a 
possible diagnosis of hardware dis­ 
ease and find out exactly where the 
offending m aterial is located. 
Surgery can then be performed to 
remove the foreign objects which 
might otherwise damage the heart 
or liver as well as the stomach or 
other vital organs. Cattle which are 
victims of hardware disease suffer 
serious losses in production a n d 
sometimes die. 
That doesn’t stop Bossy though, 
because her habit of bolting 
her 
food before chewing it causes her 
to swallow many metal s c r a p s 
which are found in her feed.

Planning Now 
Can Produce 
Hog Profits 


Hog producers can expect higher 
prices in the late Summer and Fall 
of 1953. 
Although higher prices will be 
offered all producers, a few effi­ 
cient growers will take greater 
advantage of the situation than 
most farm ers. 
Because most hog growers use 
poor judgment in planning their 
Fall breeding programs, they ac­ 
tually will help increase prospects 
for good prices but will not be in a 
position to take maximum advan­ 
tage of the situation themselves. 
“ Unfortunately, 
most 
hog-pro­ 
ducing farm ers base their F a l l 
breeding program s and their plans 
for Spring farrowing seasrtns on hog 
and corn price relationships which 
prevail during the breeding 
sea­ 
son,” experts said. 
During 1952, farm ers have been 
able to get the same price for 11.3 


bushels of corn that they could get 
for IOO pounds of liv^hog. This is 
what farm ers call a poor hog-corn 
ratio—looking at it as a hog pro­ 
ducer. 
The ratio is expected to remain 
poor from the hog growers’ stand 
point during most of the current 
breeding season.

in,’ ” specialists add, “it is rea­ 
sonable for hog products to expect 
a reduction in the Spring pig crop, 
sm aller slaughter supplies a n d 
somewhat higher prices in the late 
Summer and Fall months of 1953.” 
Unlike the majority of hog grow­ 
ers, however, efficient producers 
will operate their plants at their 
most efficient capacity. 
Prospects for higher hog prices 
and relatively stable corn prices in 
1953 will influence our most for­ 
ward-looking producers to k e e p 
more bred sows this year.”

Some dairy specialists are pre­ 
dicting scarcities of fluid milk in 
many markets ths Fall, w i t h 
rising price trends. 
Milk production has shown prac­ 
tically no increase in the past 10 
years, whereas the population has 
increased by more than 20 million. 
Output of milk per person has 
reached a record low of about 730 
pounds for 1952, compared with the 
1935 39 average of 820 pounds.

Helps End 
Hog Ailment 


With farmers fighting a growing 
battle against swine brucellosis, a 
disease uhich causes breeding fail­ 
ures and other complications, vet­ 
erinary medical leaders this week 
came up with a 3-point plan to help 
solve the problem on the average 
farm. 
Taking three sets of conditions 
which may exist in a herd of swine, 
the veterinary authorities offered 
these three suggestions: 
1—-When the entire herd is 
in­ 
fected, it may be necessary to mar­ 
ket all the pigs and replace them 
with clean stock. 
2—When purebred herds are in­ 
fected and the owner is anxious to 
save valuable blood lines. . .the in­ 
fected sows should be allowed to 
farrow. Then, when heir l i t t e r s 
reach eight weeks of age, the pigs 
^ should be removed to clean pasture 
"or lots. Before these pigs are bred 
they should be given blood tests, 
and those which react should then 
be disposed of.

Portable Calf 
Pens Pay Off 


F arm ers who build simple, inex­ 
pensive calf pens should be well re- ; 
warded for their trouble. 
Association spokesmen say that ; 
portable calf pens—fram e and wire 
structures about 15 by 10 feet in 
size—are very helpful in prevent­ 
ing calf coccidiosis. the nation’s 
third worst parasitic disease of cat­ 
tle. 
In some cases, dairym en have 
been able to stop coccidiosis losses 
in their calves by this method, even 
when losses formerly were as high ! 
as 75 percent. 
Veterinary 
medical authorities 
recommend that calves be placed 
in the pens about 24 hours after 
birth. The pens should be moved 
to a new spot in the pasture every 
week to give the calf fresh pasture 
and avoid the possibility of expos- j 
ing it to coccidiosis from the con­ 
tam inated ground. 
Feed and w ater troughs should 
be built right in the pen. 
Symptoms of coccidiosis include 
scouring, anemia, loss of weight 
and a run-down condition. Pneu­ 
monia often develops as a second­ 
ary 
complication. 
Ths 
usually 
leads to death losses within two 
weeks. 
When coccidiosis is suspected, a 
veterinarian should be called at 
once so treatm ent and other con- j 
trol steps can be taken to help pre­ 
vent death losses.

Portable Calf 


Pens Pay Off 


F arm ers who build simple, inex­ 
pensive calf pens should be well re­ 
warded for their trouble. 
Association spokesmen say that 
portable calf pens—fram e and wire 
structures about 15 by IO feet in 
size—are very helpful in prevent­ 
ing calf coccidiosis, 
the 
nation’s 
third worst parasitic disease of cat­ 
tie. 
In some case*, dairymen 
have 
been able to stop coccidiosis losses 
in their calves by this method, even 
when losses formerly were as high 
as 75 percent. 
Veterinary 
medical authorities 
recommend that calves be placed 
in the pens about 24 hours after 
birth The pens should be moved 
to a new spot in the pasture every 
week to give the calf fresh pasture 
and avoid the possibility of expos­ 
ing it to coccidiosis from the con­ 
tam inated ground. 
Feed and w ater troughs should 
be built right in the pen. 
Symptoms of coccidiosis include 
scouring, anemia, loss of weight 
and a run-down condition. 
Pneu­ 
monia often develops as a second­ 
ary 
complication. 
Ths 
usually 
leads to death losses within two 
weeks. 
When coccidiosis is suspected, a 
veterinarian should he called at 
once so treatm ent and other con- j 
trol steps can be taken to help pre­ 
vent death losses.

State Patrol 


Somo startling figures on the 
close tie-up that often exists be- 
tween animal diseases and diseases 
of human beings have been releas­ 
ed by veterinary medical author- 


To Lend Aid 
During Show 


All roads of Pickaway County 
this week lead to Circleville’s 46th 
annual Pumpkin Show celebration. 
And all of the roads leading Into 
the city will be safeguarded by 
extra details of Ohio state high­ 
way patrolmen. 
In view of the huge lines of traf- 
fic leading to and from Circleville 
during the annual Pumpkin Show 
programs, the state patrol has as­ 
signed four of its cruisers to aid in 
handling traffic near Circleville. 
In addition, four patrolmen, in­ 
cluding Circleville’s Bob Greene 
and Gene Miller, and a sergeant 
will be stationed inside the city 
during the 1952 Show. 
Patrol headquarters said special 
equipment of the patrol to be here 
to lend aid during Pumpkin Show 
will consist of the 
radio-trailer, 
which will be traffic control center 
for the outside perim eter of the 
city; the patrol’s jeep; convertible, 
used to escort dignitaries; and two 
motorcycles. 


Theso studies show that over 100 
types of infectious and parasitic 
diseases can be contracted by hu­ 
man beings from animals.

Newcastle 
disease and tularemia. 
Until these diseases are wiped 
out in livestock, they will prob­ 
ably continue to be a public health 
problem in this country, the report 
states.
